AFTER 36 HOURS’ GRILLING WY­ 
LIE MORGAN CONFESSES TO 
AWFUL CRIME 


CHILD’S BODY SHOWED SIONS OF 
TERRIBLE BEATING, JAW 
BONE BROKEN

P hiladelphia, Feb. 27— T he body 
of little six year old Lillian Gilmore, 
victim of a fiendish 
kidnaper 
was 
found frosen In Negham lny Creek 
near Croydon, P ennsylvania, at m id­ 
night. 
Wylie Morgan, self-confessed ab­ 
ductor, will he form ally charged with 
murder today, au th o rities satd. 
A crowd of several thousand per­ 
sons gathered around the police sta ­ 
tion when word of the confession was 
spread and shouted th rea ts of vio­ 
lence aga int the prisoner. 
The station, the heart of the K en­ 
sington tutti section, was put under 
ex tra guard and arm ed men filled the 
doorways sta nding off the mob. 
The body of little 
L tlllsn was 
found after Morgan confessed to the 
crime. 
He guided tho police to the 
creek where he had throw n the body 
and cried; "T here she Is; I killed 
her," the police said. 
Five me nholdtng lanterns high 
so that 
they m ight peer into the 
darkness recovered the body from the 
Icy waters. 
The little gtrl's body showed signs 
of a terrible beating. 
A superficial 
e ta nil nat Ion revealed her jaw hone 
broken In five places. 
H er arms, 
hands and legs were cut. 
Police be­ 
lieve M organ had beaten Lillian In 
the face until she died. 
News of M organ's confession and 
the finding of the body spread rapid­ 
ly th roughout the northw est section 
of Philadelphia where the Gilmore 
family lives und w hen the m urderer 
was returned to the police station, 
the mob totaling five thousand men, 
women und children bud gathered. 
Cries of “ lynch him " and “ kill 
him " were heard. 
T w enty policemen 
irmed with sawed off shot guns and 
rifles guarded the prisoner to prevent 
tho angry crowd storm ing the station 
M organ, according to the police, 
invited 
Dorothy, five, and 
Lillian,
